NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Application was made to the 
Supreme Court today for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the Weber Pi- 
ano Company in an action brought for 
the voluntary dissolution of the corpo- 
ration. The company was incorporated 
in August, 1892. Dissolution is asked 
for on account of the heavy losses in- 
curred last year. The company is in- 
solvent and the stockholders want the 
concern wound up. The liabilities are 
said to be $250,000. 

Albert Weber, the original héad of 
the Weber Company, has figured in 
the newspapers many times. His name 
has been mixed up with the names of 
fair actresses in a way to set gossips’ 
tongues wagging. He has twice been 
divorced and each time on statutory 
grounds. 

Weber’s first wife was the daughter 
of Dr. Clowes of Fifth avenue. She 
secured a divorce eight years ago. 
Shortly afterward Weber married Irene 
Perry, the singer who had been a mem- 
ber of Rice’s Evangeline Company. 
Several times the first wife called 
Weber to account in the courts for fail 
ure to pay alimony. In January, 1894, 
he was in the Yorkville Police Court 
for being in a poker game which the 
police had raided, 

He furnished a flat for Nina Far- 
rington, the actress. She claimed that 
he would take her furniture away 
when he quarreled. She engaged law- 
yers to protect her rights. At that 
time Weber confessed that he had run 
through nearly all his fortune, and 
though he was manager of the Weber 
Piano Company, he no longer held any 


time that his salary;from the company 
was $8000. He was a stockholder in the 
company, but had put up his stock, 
amounting to $160,000, as collateral. 
Weber had, as a matter of fact, lav- 
ished his fortune on different actresses 
and had earned the reputation of being 
the most easily plucked green angel“ 
about town. — 

In the early part of last December 
Weber’s second wife, née Iren Perry, 
began suit for a divorce against him. 
She charged that her husband in June, 
1895, and at otuer times, was maintain- 
ing several establishments, one being 
with Miss Carlisle. ; 

“Allie” Weber, as he ts known about 
town, has been the hero of more es- 
capades than has ever found their way 
into the newspapers, but published sto- 
ries of him would fill columns. Fanny 
Ward, the actress, whose picture in 
tights and with Cupid’s wings on her 
shoulders, is given away with a brand 
of cigarettes, and who tried to get a 
lot of money out ot Commodore Edward 
Brown, with whom she lived for awhile, 
was a great friend of Nina Farring- 
ton. While Fanny was living with 
Nina in the flat which Weber had fur- 
nished, they were robbed, or said they 
were, by masked robbers on their way 
home from the theater in a cab. They 
got a lot of advertising out of the in- 
cident.

‘dependent. families of some of. these 
unfortunate victims invite by their 
deplorable condition gracious provi- 
sions for their needs.’ It now appears 
that, in addition to three of these la- 
borers who were riotously killed, two 
others who escaped death by flight 
incurred pitiable disabilities through 
exposure and privations. Without dis- 
cussing the question of the liability of 
the United States for these results, 
either by reason of treaty obligations 
Or under the general rules of interna- 
tional law, I venture to urge upon 
Congress the propriety of making from 
the public treasury a prompt and rea- 
sonable pecuniary provision for those 
injured and for the families of those 
who were killed. | 

‘To aid in the consideration of the 
subject, I append hereto the report of 
the Secretary of State, accompanied by 
certain correspondence which. quite 
fully presents all features of the sev- 
eral cases.

THE FREE-COINAGE PHANTOM. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Senate 
free-coinage substitute for the House 
Bond Bill was referred to the Ways 
and Means. Committe as soon as it 
reached the House today, Under the 
rules a motion to concur ‘could not be 
made. It will be reported back to- 
morrow or Wednesday with the rec- 
ommendation that the House non- con- 
cur and insist upon its bill. Mr. Ding - 
ley, chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, says that “reasonable 
time“ for debate will be allowed. 

The silver men are asking for two 
days in which to discuss the bill. The 
fate of the substitute is, so well as- 
sured that the House programme ex- 
cites almost no interest except for the 
fact that it will furnish the first direct 
test of the silver vote at from 100 to 
125, the latter figure being the limit 
prophesied by the most sanguine silver 
Democrats. 

Mr. Hartman of Montana predicts 
that the Republican vote for the silver 
substitute will de 35 or 40, and Mr. Bai- 
ley of Texas says that about seventy 
of the Democrats in the House can be 
counted on to support any free-silver 
proposition. These estimates are based 
on the supposition. of the full attend- 
ance, which may not materialize, for 
there are many absentees this .week.

Silver men 
are ‘preparing speeches upon the finan- 
cial question, and are anxious for a 
much longer debate than the opponents 
of free silver. * 

The silver Republicans have asked 
that six hours of time be allotted to 
them for debating the Silver Bill. It is 
probable they will be given three hours. 
Mr. Hartman will lead the silver Re- 
publicans and allot the time to his col- 
leagues. 

THE REVENUE TARIFF BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—It is the ex- 
pectation of the Republican members 
of the Finance Committee that the tar- 
iff bill will be reported from the com- 
mittee. It is not believed that the com- 
mittee measure will be amended, but 
will be reported as it came from the 
House. 

This expectation is 
belief fhat now that the Silver Bond 
Bill has been disposed of by the Sen- 
ate, Senator Jones of Nevada will no 
longer insist upon holding the tariff bill 
in committee.

DELIVERY OF LETTERS. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Post- 
office Committee of the House has 
agreed to report with some amend- 
ments Mr. Sperry’s bill to provide for 
delivery of letters in towns and other 

laces where no free delivery exists. 

henever not less than twenty persons 
who receive their mail matter through 
the same postoffice petition the post- 
master at such office to do so, he is 
to appoint carriers to deliver and col- 
lect the mail from such persons. The 
earriers are to receive from the per- 
sons to whom the mail is delivered a 
eompensation agreed upon, and if no 
agreement is made, they may demand 
not exceeding 1 cent for each letter.

RIGHTS OF HALF-BREEDS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Indian 
Affairs Committee of the House has 
agreed to a clause to be incorporated 
in the Appropriation Bill providing 
that all children of a marriage between 
a white man and an Indian woman 
shall have the same rights and privileges 
to the property and annuities cf the 
tribe to which the mother belongs as 
any other member of the tribe. The re- 
verse of this provision is now the law, 
and the desire of the committee is now 
to remedy what seems to have been an 
oversight when the law was framed. 


INCREASING THE APPROPRIA- 
TION 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on Appropriations 
agreed today to report the Pension 
Bill. As it came from the House this 
bill carried $141,325,820, The Senate 
committee added $52,850, of which $52,000 
was for fees and expenses of examin- 
ing surgeons.

Gomes and Maceo Declared to Be

Massacre” at Sabanilla—The 

Hawkins Mystery. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—The news 
brought to this city today by the Ha- 
vana steamer was cheering for the 
friends ‘of Cuban liberty. The letters 
of the secret agents of the revolution- 
ary party in Havana spoke of a split 
among the Spanish parties on the 
slands; on tne jealousy among the 
military; of starvation in the city and 
of a crisis in the commercial situation. 
F. C. Peirra translated one of the most 
important letters. Parts of it were as 
follows: 

„There is a very decided division be- 
tween. the Conservative and Reformist 
parties: among the Spaniards and they 
are pouring hot shot into each others 
ranks through the columns of the 
press. As a proof of this, I send you 
the papers of.the Conservative party 
in which the editorials are, written in 
a particularly bitter strain against 
their former allles. The Reformist 
Party was in favor of the mild policy 
of Campos, while the Conservatives 
believe in fire and bloodshed. The situ- 
ation is a most critical one, and no 
one recognizes this fact better than 
the Spaniards. The excitement in 
Havana is increased by the fact that 
the government does not allow any 
news to be printed except that given 
out from the official.bureau. Spaniards 
as well as Cubans know the better 
part of the news given out is fabri- 
cated," 
* The correspondent then goes on to 
detail several engagements, in one of 
which a whole troop of 300 Spaniards 
were annihilated. The news given out, 
however, was a tremendous Spanish 
victory. 

“The price of provisions is rising very 
rapidly and destitution in the city of 
Havana is increasing. A great many 
families are now dependent for sub- 
sistence on what the government gives 
to them, a small amount weekly. There 
have been times within the past few 
days when there has not been provis- 
ions of any kind to be bought at the 
public markets. Even those having 
money to spend have gone hungry. 
Nothing has been received from the 
surrounding. country for a long time. 

‘Another circumstance which aggra- 
vates matters is the fact, well known 
to everybody on the island, that there 
is very great discontent known to exist 
among the military friends of Gen. 
Pando, whom they think was slighted 
by the government at Madrid in ap- 
pointing Gen, Weyler to the position 
formerly filled by Campos. It is well 
known that a part of the Spanish ele- 
ment are far from being willing to co- 
öperate with those who are favorable 
to Weyler, and that they will do any- 
nine they may safely do to make him 
all. 

“On the whole, everything looks very 
bad for the Spaniards. They pay no 
attention to the cable dispatches in 
regard to the movements of Gens, Go- 
mez and Maceo. I know for a certainty 
that they have been operating with en- 
tire freedom. and that they have re- 
mained in ayana and Pinar del Rio 
because they aré not in the least afraid 
of being worsted by the Spanſards.“ 

In another letter it is stated that the 
commercial situation in Havana is crit- 
ical, Business is paralyzed and large 
commercial houses are dismissing some 
of their employés. Business men are 
anxious that the trouble should be 
ended one way or the other without loss 
of time. 
SPANISH BARBARITY. 

KEY WEST (Fla.,) Feb, 3.—Some 
time ago when the insurgents entered 
Sabanilla, the Spanish official report 
stated that they were driven out by the 
garrison and that unfortunately three 
women were killed by stray bullets. 
The truth of what happened there has 
just been learned, and it shows that the 
Spaniards are acting as barbarous in 
Cuba as the Kurds in Armenia. 

Sabanilla, which is an important 
town in Matanzas province, was en- 
tered by 400 insurgents under Garcia. 
The Spanish regulars retreated to the 
barracks and made no resistance. The 
Spanish volunteers, however, retreated 
to the church and fired on the insurg- 
ents, The latter returned the fire, kill- 
ing five volunteers. The volunteers then 
ceased firing. The inhabitants received 
the insurgents cheerfully, and many 
poor people who had eaten nothing but 
cane were fed by Garcia, who made the 
merchants open their stores, and told 
the people to take food. Thirty stores 
were looted of provisions, and one store- 
keeper: was shot for resisting. The in- 
surgents then retired. 
As soon as they were gone, the Span- 
ish volunteers came out of the barracks 
and opened fire on the people in the 
streets. ’ Forty-six were killed, of whom 
thirty were women and children. Their 
only offense was cheering the insurgents 
and taking food to save themselves from 
starvation. After shooting these peo- 
ple the volunteers took ten Cubans, 
who had surrendered on the promise of 
amnesty, and shot them in cold blood. 
Two thousand men, women and children 
have reached Matanzas from Sabanilla. 
They fled fearing further massacres by 
the Spanish volunteers. These are 
facts vouched for by Mayor Juan Gal- 
vaz, who is in Havana to ask Gen. 
Marin to punish the volunteers. 


GOMEZ AND MACEO MEET. 


KEY WEST (Fla.,) by mail from Ha- 
vana, Feb. 3—Gomez and Maceo have 
met. The meeting, it is said, took place 
at a plantation near Artemisa, in the 
province of Pinar del Rio, at the very 
time that the acting Governor, Gen. 
Marin, with five columns, was looking 
for either of the rebel chiefs, only four- 
teen miles to the northward, near San 
Antonio de los Banos. It was supposed 
that the guarded railroad: line from

MARIN HAS A FIGHT. 
HAVANA, Feb. 3*—Gen. Marin has 
had an engagement with a body.of the 
insurgents, which he reports to be the 
main force under Gomez, and which 
was put to flight with a loss of twenty 
killed.. The entire absence of any de- 
tails as to the number of insurgents in 
the body attacked leaves some ground 
for doubt as to whether it was, in 
truth, Gomez’s immediate following. 

Pretty much the whole of the com- 
bined columns under Gen. Marin, in- 
cluding 1700 cavalry, seems to have 
been engaged. This force was equipped 
with a special yiew to running down 
and cornering the insurgents when once 
it should come face to face with them, 
and great expectations were founded 
on its supposed ability. to do this. But 
the reports of today’s engagement, al- 
though it indicates that the Spanish 
attack was made with great dash and 
vigor, seems to indicate that the in- 
surgents were as successful in evading 
the Spanish forces as they have been 
at any time heretofore. yous 
Gen. Marin had information that Go- 
mez had encamped at the plantation 
of Luz and prepared for a combined 
attack of all the columns under his im- 
mediate command. Two columns were 
ordered to take the advance, together 
with seven squadrons under Col. Ruiz. 
Upon coming: up with the insurgents’ 
vanguard. the Spanish cavalry made 
an impetuous charge, passing over 
the enemy’s second line and falling 
upon the main force which was sta- 
tioned near the plantation of Luz. The 
insurgents were. put to immediate 
flight, leaving behind them twenty 
killed. There was apparently no suc- 
cessful pursuit, as the rebels suc- 
ceeded in carrying off their wounded, 
the number of which is unknown. Sev- 
eral prisoners were taken. The loss of 
troops is insignificant. 

It is also reported that the columns 
under.Gen. Cornelt operating in combi- 
nation with those under Gens. Linares 
and Aldecoa, are in pursuit of a nu- 
merous band of insurgents near Arte- 
misa which is supposed to be Maceo’s 
main force. This band is said to be 
striving ‘to effect a junction with Go- 
mez. and it seems in a fair way to do 
soh as there is no apparent check in its 
advance along the southern coast of 
Pinar del Rio 

Further news is awaited with lively 
interest, as it is believed it will be 
proved in a very short time whether 
the efforts of Maceo and Gomex to 
form a junction will prove successful. 


A DRAMATIC SUICIDE. 


John Malmberg Dies to tHe Air of 
Sweden’s National Hymn,

world in a dramatic manner shortly 
after 12 o’clock last night. He placed a 
revolver to, his head and blew out his 
brains in the saloon of Nels Neuman, 
No. 120 Chicago avenue, while the piano 
player was rendering the Swedish na- 
tional hymn... The resort was crowded 
with people at the time.

The piano player readily 
agreed. and started: the melody. He 
was in the midst of it when Malmberg 
attracted the attention of all by shout- 
ing: “Gentlemen!” Every one turned to 
look at the young man. He held a re- 
volver in his right hand. The next 
moment the patrons were horrified at 
seeing him place the weapon to his 
right temple. There was an explosion 
and the youth fell forward on his 
face, expiring immediately. ;

“We are here tonight,“ said Dr. De- 
pew, to pay tribute to the two leaders, 
Gen. Booth and Commander Bal- 
lington Booth. To Gen. Booth 
we say: ‘We fully recognize your 
power and the system you have, 
but about the recall of Com- 
mander Ballington and Mrs. Booth, we 
have this suggestion to make. Being 
3000 miles away, our customs are differ- 
ent, and we take leave to present a pe- 
tition and inquire, can they be replaced 
by a stranger?’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Admiral 
Walker appeared before the Cummit- 
tee on Coast Defenses today and made 
and exhaustive statement on the sub- 
ject of coast defenses from a naval 
point of view. 18 is 

The admiral stated that, while he ad- 
vocates the construction of a thor- 
oughly-effective naval force, he fully 
recognizes the absolute necessity of 
land défenses. He considers one form 
of defense to be the complement of the 
other and both as necessary as cavalry 
and, artillery are to an army. He 
deems the land defense to be a neces- 
sity as a means of protection to the 
country, by leaving the navy free to 
operate outside and affording safe 
places of refuge in case of the naval 
forces being overmatched by a superior 
fleet of an enemy, also to afford the 
means of repairing damages and ob- 
taining supplies and coal under the 
shelter and protection of the forts. He 
stated that without the land defenses 
our dockyards could be destroyed and 
our ships pursued into port and ann 
hilated by a superior fleet. 

He also advocates the building of 
battleships rather than ‘harbor-defense 
vessels, as being better adapted for 
general purposes of attack and defense. 
In reply to a question the admiral 
stated ‘that were he in charge of the 
defense of the country and had $100,- 
000,000 at his disposal for that purpose, 
he would devote $70,000,000 to land de- 
fenses and $30,000,000 for the navy. He 
also stated that under present condi- 
tions it would be impossible for the 
navy to defend our seaports and that it 
would be far mére écononiical to pro- 
tect them with land defenses than to 
create a sufficient navy for that pur-

Fair’s Will Illegal as to the 
Real Estate. 


The Children Must Prove that 
They Own It. 


Suit Involving a Million Dollars’ 
Worth of Timber Lands—Stolen 
Body Unearthed—Escape from 

a Steel Jail. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 3.—The suit 
over the will of the late James G. Fair 
was practically decided this morning. 
Superior Judge Slack declared thé 
trust clause of Fair‘s will invalid so 
far as it relates to real estate. All 
there is for the heirs to fight over is 

the personal property of the estate. 

The decision today was made on the 
action brought by Charles L. Fair 
‘against the trustees under the will to 
quiet title to the Lick House, part of 
the property of the Fair estate. Three 
of the trustees, James S. Angus, Louis 
C. Bresse and Thomas Crothers, dis- 
ciaimed in their answer any interest 
as individuals, but pleaded that they 
were trustees for the heirs named in 
the will and that their only claim was 
as such trustees while the probate of 
the will was pending. On this answer 
the plaintiffs moved for judgment on 
the pleadings on the general ground 
that the pleadings did not state facts 
sufficient to constitute a defense and 

the court granted the motion. But W. 
S. Goodfellow, the fourth trustee, filed 
a separate answer in which he denied 
that Charles Fair or his sisters are 
owners of the property or have any 
right or title to it. He alleges that 
the trustees are owners of the prop- 
a in trust for uses mentioned in the 
will. 

The question now at issue is and all 
Charles Fair, Virginia Fair and Mrs. 
Hermann Oelrichs have to prove is 
that their father was owner of real es- 
tate and that it descended to them on 
his death. The court holds that the 
trust is invalid, not because it unduly 
suspends the power of alienation, but 
because it is a trust created in real 
property that is to transfer and con- 
vey a remainder after the death of 
Fair’s children, which trust the law 
of this State does not permit to be cre- 
ated. Fair’s children, therefore, have 
secured a decision that their father’s 
will, insofar as it deprives them of the 
remainder of his real property, is abso- 
lutely void. 

The allegation of Fair’s children is 
that they are the owners of the prop- 
erty in question and they are com- 

pelled. in order to show this, to show 

that their father owned the property, 
that he died without having disposed 
of it, and that they are his children 

It is on the single point, the denial of 

the children’s allegation that they are 

the owners of the property, that Good- 
fellow’s answer holds good. These 
points proved, there seems little to 
stand between Fair’s children and their 
enjoyment of their father’s millions. 

Over $10,000,000 of the Fair estate is 
in government bonds, and there is a 
great deal of other personal property, 
so the trustees will earn fat fees de- 
spite Judge Slack’s decision. 

Charles J. Heggerty, the attorney 
for Charles Fair, was enthusiastic over

ory. We shall now proceed,”

AN EDINBURGH CONSPIRACY, 


Suit to Recover Timber Lands Worth 
Over a Million Dollars. 
($Y ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRP.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb.,3.—A suit in- 
volving the otvnership of Humboldt tim- 
ber-lands, valued at over $1,000,000, in 
which charges of fraud and conspiracy 
are made, was filed today in the United 
States Circuit “ourt. The action is be- 
gun by Atty.-Gen. Harmon of the 
United States, who has delegated to 
Benjamin F. Bergen full authority to 
act for the Federal government in the 
matter. The government seeks to ob- 
tain possession of a ‘elt of redwood 
timber which includes the best section 
from Trinidad to the Klamath River, 
comprising about 26,000 acres. 

Bergen has been at work upon the 
suit for several months. It was 
through his efforts that the alleged 
fraud and consovirocy were first ex- 
posed. At that time he was special 
agent of the California Land Office, 
and in a rigid inquiry discovered what 
he claims was the result of a gigantic 
conspiracy organized in Edinburgh in 
1882. After he had finished his investi- 
gations he submitted an exhaustive re- 
port to the department at Washington. 
In this report he urged tha t 168 patents 
which had been granted to foreign and 
American buyers be set aside and the 
lands reopened for entry. These lands 
are now in the possesion of the Ameri- 
can Lumber Company cf Chicago, and 
of the Central Trust Company. 

The complaint against, these corpora- 
tions outlines what is claimed to be 
the conspiracy by which the lands 
were obtained. It alleges that posses- 
sion was gained by fraud, and in the 
violation of the act governing the case. 
Tt is charged that a conspiracy was 
formed in Edinburgh whereby the Tim- 
ber-land Act of 1878, intended to pre 
vent the acauirement of large tracts 
of timber lands by corporations, was to 
be violated. The act allowed the pur- 
chase of claims of 160 acres each by 
bona fide settlers, and it is alleged that 
the Edinburgh conspirators hired 4%} 
men to take up these timber claims, 
and then turn them over to one David 
Evans, alleged to be t»e agent of the 
conspirators. The complaint gives the 
’ names of 170 men; who, Bergen says, 

took up timber claims and turned them 
over to Evans.

The body was about 
two feet below the surface of the 
ground, in the coffin in which it had 
originally been buried, It was ex- 
humed under the direction of the cor- 
oner and identified by that official and 
the undertaker who had prepared it for 
burial. No clew has been discovered

A few days after his 
burial the robbery of the grave was 
discovered.

RUSSIA WAS OPPOSED, 


WHY THAT NAVAL DEMONSTRA- 
TION WAS ABANDONED. 


Secretary Olney Knew of the En- 
tente with Turkey if No One Else 
Did—The Muscovite Assures the 
United States of an Indemnity. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

BOSTON, Feb. 3.—The first letter 

from the disturbed district of Turkey, 
under a January date, was received 
here today. It was written at Aintab, 
Central Turkey, on January 2, and says 
that, although no more mobs have 
been let loose, a purpose to ultimately 
crush and destroy the people is appar- 
ent. 
“Twenty-five of the principal Chris- 
tians,“ says the writer, have been 
called to government headqtarters, and 
questioned, and now they are in prison. 
What this means those familiar with 
Turkish methods can surmise.” 

The writer refers to the relief work 
which has already been begun, saying: 
“Aid from England and America is 
arriving, and the work of relief for 
this city is well-organized and most 
efficiently managed.“ 

NDON, Feb. 3.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A dispatch to the St. James Ga- 
zette from Washington says that the 
correspondent of that paper has the 
highest authority for announcing that 
the entente between Russia and Tur- 
key is known at the State Department, 
and has had the most important effect 
in modifying the plan which the ad- 
ministration had prepared to compel 
Turkey to pay an indemnity for dam- 
age done to American property in Ar- 
menia. 

The correspondent says that, in spite 
of the denials, he knows that a naval 
demonstration. was prepared. Secre- 
tary Olney entered into communication 
with Russia and Great Britain, asking 
if they would oppose the action of the 
United States against Turkey. Great 
Britain’s reply, he says, was favorable, 
but Russia informed Secretary Olney 
that she preferred there should be no 
naval demonstration, as Russia was 
negotiating to bring about the restora- 
tion of order in Turkey.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27, 1896. — The 
election of Congressman George L. 
Wellington to the United States Senate 
by the Maryland Legislature is one of 
the most significant events that has yet 
occurred in foreshadowing the results 
of the National Republican Convention 
to be held at St. Louis. The political 
correspondents have as yet overlooked 
its importance, but it will soon be real- 
ized throughout the country. 

The Republican victory in Maryland 
was due to a revolt of the masses 
against Democratic ring rule, and con- 
sequently the first fair election held in 
that State for many years. The Sen- 
ator-elect had charge of the campaign, 
and upon the stump and by personal 
correspondence fought bossism in all of 
its phases. So strongly did he speak 


that Senator Quay of Pennsylvania felt 


personally insulted at some of the lan- 
guage used, and the Quay influence 
combined to defeat him in the Sena- 
torial rare 


Acting in the interests of Senator 
May and his followers, Speaker Reed 
ignored Congressman Wellington in 
making up the committee, although the 
Marylander was known to be a very 
able man. He was placed at the foot of 
the District of Columbia Committee. 
and, although members of that com- 
mittee also serve upon other commit- 
tees. Mr. Wellington was left out. The 
affront was deeply felt, and the adher- 
ents of Speaker Reed knew that the 
Congressman must be defeated for the 
Senatorship and thus shorn of his 
strength, or Maryland, which had been 
counted upon for Reed, would fall into 
line for McKinley. They threw their 
strength to Goldsborough, and worked 
hard for his election, but Wellington 
was successful, and is now indisputably 
the leader of his party in Maryland. He 
is an enthusiastic follower of McKinley, 
and will see to it that the solid delega- 
tion from his State votes for his choice. 

As one of the newly-converted States, 

Maryland will have much more weight 
in the next convention than it has ever 
had in any preceding one, and when 
Senator Wellington, who is one of the 
best political generals in the country, 
starts in at St. Louis to pay the debt 
he owes Reed, there will be some excel- 
lept work done.

BAUER'S WANING TAR 


none TROUBLE FOR THE KING OF 
NATTLE PARE.” 


Hie Restaurant Attached fer Debt. 
ExPrivate Watehman Resqut 
Wants His Pay—How Besqui ie 
Alleged te Have Lest His Job. 


Misfortunes are falling thick and 
fast upon Theodore Bauer, the auto- 
erat of Little Paree.” Not long ago 
his license for the Horseshoe saloon 
was taken away from him; then came 
the fence and crib troubles which re- 
sulted in the partial depopulation of 
the tenderloin district, and last even- 
ing his restaurant on Bauer avenue, 
where the demi-mondaines are boarded 
at the rate of a dollar a day, whether 
they take their meals there or not, 
was attached for debt. 

The attachment papers were worn 
out by ex-Detective W. A. Bosqui, 
Bauer’s late watchman, and served by _ 
Deputy Constable Fritz“ Brakesuhler, 


who put Deputy Constable Joe Mug- 


nemi in charge as keeper. The amount 
the place was attached for is $200, 
which sum Bosqui claims Bauer owes 
him for services rendered. 

Bosqui alleges that Bauer engaged 
him December 1 to act as private 
watchman, his services to be paid for 
at the rate of $100 per month He 
claims that he performed his duties 
faithfully, but has received no com- 
pensation, and instead of being re- 
tained four months as bargained for, 
Bauer fred“ him before the close of 
the second month. Bosqui charges that 
Bauer did this because he refused to 
arrest certain “macs” who had fore- 
sworn allegiance to King Bauer. 
Bosqui claims he was not hired to make 
arrests, which it was the duty of the 
police to look after, but Bauer said: 
“You are hired to do whatever I com- 
mand you.” Bosqui flatly refused to 
do anything except work which prop- 
erly belonged to a private watchman, 
such as preserving peace and order in 
Bauers little domain, and looking 
after the safety of life and property. 
This did not suit his employer, 80, 
yielding to the advice of ex-Constable 
Fred Smith, who is now Bauer’s con- 
fidential adviser, Bosqul alleges, Bauer 
gave Bosqui his walking papers and 
installed in his place one H. H. Hill, 
who served a three-months’ sentence 
some time ago for obtaining money by 
false pretenses and who has a rather 
shady reputation in police circles. Hill 
wears a deputy sheriff's badge and 
now constitutes Bauer’s private patrol. 

Bosqui was let out January 30, and 
as he could not get the pay alleged to 
be due him, he yesterday began attach- 
ment proceedings. The papers were 
served late yesterday afternoon, just as 
the hungry sirens who do Bauer’s bid- 
er were going to their dinner. 

The burly Theodore was in anything 
put an amiable mood when the con- 
stable’s cohorts descended upon him. 
The officers were lenient, however, and 
did not attempt to interfere with the 
feeding of the hungry courtesans who 
were flocking thither for their evening 
repast. But when Bauer saw the 
doughty Joe Mugnemi, who ‘recently 
spent five days underground while per- 
forming a similar duty, prepare to 
camp there indefinitely, he began to 
rustle around for bail. He probably 
had heard of Joe’s staying qualities, 
and resolved to get rid of him as soon 
as possible. An impecunious “mac” 
was first offered as bondsman, but re- 
jected. Later, reliable bondsmen were 
found and accepted, and the attachment 
was released. 

After the business was all fixed up, 
Bauer and his trusty lieutenants, Smith 
and Hill, Deputy Mugnemi and a few 
other choice spirits sat down to a little 
banquet, between the courses of which 
“mine host” Theodore was the principal 
speaker. He proposed several toasts in 
French. which were responded to by 
Sigfior Mugnemi in the purest Italian.

NATURAL GAS. 


The Invisible Fuel is Being De- 
veloped Here. 

The development of the natural gas 
underlying the city of Los Angeles by 
the Raymond Oil and Natural Gas 
Company assures consumers of gas at 
a rate of not more than $1 per thousand 
cubic feet. The company has quite a 
plant in the vicinity of the wells, and 
is now supplying about fifty families 
with the product at a price of $2 per 
month for both heating and lighting 
purposes, with no restrictions as to 
quantity used. 

The company has just received a per- 
mit to cross some of the larger streets, 
which gives them enough territory to 
supply several hundred homes. 

An eastern expert has estimated the 
quantity of gas at over 300,000 cubie 
feet per day from one well. E. W. 
Raymond, secretary of the company, 
says it will be in a position to supply 
the whole city of Los Angeles with gas 
for both heating and lighting purposes, 
within ninety days, even if it becomes 
necessary to use the crude oil for man- 
ufacturing it. 

Capital has been associated with the. 
company, and a plant will be in opera- 
tion on a wholesale plan as soon as the 
large force of men now employed can 
complete it. This will make a saving 
of 50 per cent. to consumers at the 
present prices.

We have heard a great deal of late 
years about the antagonism existing 
between labor and capital, and we find 
men everywhere who do not succeed in 
the world ready to lay the blame upon 
It is not organized as it 
ought to be,” they affirm, and they are 
filled with the socialistic idea that it 
ought to be reorganized, and that some 
of the power which capital exercises 
should be taken from it in order that 
the poor man should have a chance. 
The rich man they look upon with 
jealous eyes, and regard him as an 
enemy, one having designs upon them, 
and whose business it is to oppress 
them and rob them of whatever good 


We hear a great deal of such talk in 
these days, especially from the labor 
_leader and walking delegate, and they 
are very fond of stirring up a feeling 
of bitterness and discontent among 
their followers, and of placing the re- 
sponsibility of failure upon society in 
general and the capitalist in particu- 
lar, rather than upon the individual 
Who has failed of making his way in 


But let us look at facts as they exist. 
We will take, for example, the colored 
people at the close of the war. Here 
Was a helpless race emancipated from 
generations of bondage, untrained and 
unskilled in labor; ignorant, uneduca- 
ted, never having enjoyed the benefits 
of even the common school; untaught 
in self-reliance, who all their lives had 
been treated as mere chattels, to be 
bought and sold; machines to do the 
will of their masters, transformed in 
a day from the irresponsible slave to 
the sovereign citizen—citizens without 
money, without homes, without any 
2 means of support but their hands, with 
= far humbler environment than the or- 
dinary white laborer, and thousands of 
them with families dependent upon 
them for support. If that antagonism 
between labor and capital, which we 
= have heard so much about of late, were 
= reality, what hope was there for this 
= long-oppressed class? Commencing life 
with everything against them, with no 
capital to look to but their daily labor, 


Be These facts would naturally lead the 
thinker to the conclusion 


that poverty is not so much the result 
of wrong social conditions, as it is of 
individual incompetency and lack of 
persistent and wise endeavor. The 
man who makes a failure of life likes 
to throw the blame upon somebody’s 
shoulders, and what more convenient 
scapegoat can be found than the capi- 
talist and society at large? These 
grumblers, encouraged by so-called 
labor leaders and the professional 
agitator, may well consider the 
achievements of their colored brothers, 
and ask themselves by what force it 
is that they have triumphed with all 
the odds of life against them, and if 
they are honest with themselves they 
will confess that faithfulness, diligence 
and industry will, even as society is at 
present organized, bring its own re- 
ward, and that the foes of labor may 
all be found in its dyn ranks. 


The attempted investigation of the 
charges against Park Superintendent 
Meserve, by the Park Commissioners 
and hizzoner yesterday, was a dismal 
travesty. There has been so much talk 
about this investigation, and the com- 
missioners decided with so much unan- 
imity to enter upon it, that the farce 
enacted yesterday was both a surprise 
and a disappointment. It had been 
generally supposed that at least some 
definite charges would be preferred 
against Meserve. But if such had been 
the intention of his accusers, they 
failed conspicuously to carry it out. 
Whether their failure was due to their 
naturally timid. dispositions or to-the 
inherent weakness of the case against 
the Park Superintendent is not of very 
vital consequence, since the so-called 
“investigation” came to naught. It is 
evident, however, either that the in- 
vestigators were intimidated by Me- 
serve’s big brother, or that they have 
no case. Neither horn of the dilemma 
is particularly to the advantage of 
hizzoner and the Park Commissioners. 


A vague rumor comes over the sea, 
to the effect that the European powers 
have agreed on the division of Turkey. 
As the story goes, Russia is to have 
Armenia and Constantinople, France 
is to have Syria, and England to get 
Egypt and the shores of the Persian 
Gulf and the Lower Euphrates.

The Honey Producers Organize 
Exchange.

erally pays good profits, But recently, 
through the cutting of prices by which 
various sections try to steal the trade 
away from each other, the price of 
honey has gone down to 4% cents, 
which makes profits very slim. 

The bee-keepers saw that they must 
stop cutting each other’s throats. So, 
at a meeting of the State Bee-keepers’ 
Association held in Los Angeles last 
November, a committee was appointed 
to organize a Bee-keepers’ Exchange. 
The committee incorporated and sum- 
moned the beemen to meet at the 
Chamber of Commerce at 2 p.m. yes- 
terday. 

The honey producers came to the 
call to the number of 30, from all over 
the bee-section of California, that is 
to say, from San Diego to Fresno. In 
that stretch of ‘country more honey is 
gathered every year than in any. other 
state in the Unton The bees work 
continuously from March to August. 


In those six months an average colony, 


of bees will draw seventy pounds of 
nectar from the flowers Sometimes 
as much as 400 pounds is found in a 
single hive. Of this twemty-five pounds 
is left to feed the bees during the dry 
season, while the rest is sent broad- 
cast over the United States. - " 

The beemen spent the afternoon de- 
bating over the by-laws. The evening 
session was taken up with the same 
work and it will go on today, begin- 
ning at 9 a.m. 

The bylaws provide that all honey 
raised by the beekeeper shall be turned 
Over to the exchange. As with the 
Orange and Oil Exchange, the ex- 
change itself will make all contracts, 
fix the price and attend to transporta- 
tion. The exchange takes 5 per cent. 
of all the honey as a guarantee fund. 
This portion of the honey is expected 
to pay all the expenses of the exchange. 
If there is any money left over in this 
fund at the end of the year it will be 
distributed among members. 

This will benefit both producer and 
consumer, The exchange honey will be 
absolutely pure. All of it will bear the 
exchange stamp, and thus the buyer 
can always feel certain that he is not

Though there were but fifty men 
present at yesterday’s meeting, yet a 
large proportion of the one thousand 
or more beekeepers in the State were 
represented, for nearly every man 
present was a delegate. from some 
honey organization. 


LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


The Calaveras War.“ 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 2, 1896. (To 
the Editor of The Times:) In your is- 
sue of today—February 2—appears an 
extract from Advance sheets of auto- 
biographical history of pioneer times 
in California, by Col. James J. Ayres.” 
I have read his account with great in- 
terest, especially that portion relating 
to the Calaveras war’ and the trag- 
edy at Chile Gulch. It is with no other 


purpose than that the history be truly 


stated that the writer desires to call at- 
tention to a few errors that the colonel 
will excuse me for alluding to. It was 
the giving notice to the Chileans of the 


license tax decided upon, that forced 


the issue and hastened the outbreak 
upon the Americans. That measure 
was wholesome, and properly carried 
out would have griven from the camp 
most if not all of the slave or peon pop- 
ulation, The enforcement of this 
measure brought Judge Collier into bad 
repute among the entire law-breaking 
and lawless element. But, most un- 
fortunately, it happened that those 


who were entirely innocent and in no- 


wise connected with the disturbance 
‘were made the real sufferers. The 


‘tents near the Iowa cabins, spoken of 


by Col. Ayres, contained, with others, 
a company from Orleans county, New 
York, consisting of John M. Culver (my 
uncle,) Joseph Ellicott (not Endicott,) 
Mr. Starr and two others, who, having 
finished their supper, had sat down to 
play cards, when the Chileans. made 
their attack by bursting in the door 
and discharging several shots at the 
company. Mr. Ellicott died at once; 
Mr. Starr was disemboweled and died 
very shortly. Mr. Culver was wounded 
through the arm and shoulder, and 


‘was taken off with other prisoners. At 


the trial that followed. Tirante stated 


‘that it was supposed that Culver was 
Collier, hence. their determination to 


kill him, and he expressed deep regret 
to my uncle at the mistake, anfl asked 
his forgiveness just before he was shot. 
Ellicott and Starr were buried beneath 
a live oak tree down the gulch from the 
camp. Mr. Culver remained in Stock- 
ton several months, under medical 
treatment, returning to Orleans county, 
New York, and years after moved to 
Pontiac, Mich., where he died. 

There were two other persons present 
when the attack was made. What be- 
came of them I would be very glad to 
know; also their names, if obtainable.

How Are Diseases Spread? 
PASADENA, Feb. 1—(To the Editor 
of The Times:) This is a subject in 
which people generally are now much 
interested. Physicians and books of 


hygiene have long since answered the 


question, and yet it seems difficult for 
the public to realize that a lack of true 
cleanliness is a source of much sick- 
ness, a cause of many deaths that 


might have been prevented. 


Here in Southern California, a health 
resort for consumption and catarrhal 
diseases, all cities and towns should 


have a board of health who will take 


similar action to that recently proposed 
by the Board of Health of New York, 
with power to enforce the same, 

The report is made by two eminent 
pathologists. They declare that it is 
time to put a stop to the filthy and dis- 
gusting practice of spitting on the 
floors of public buildings and convey-. 
ances. It has long-since- been shown 
that the chief means for the transmis- 
sion of’ consumption is the dried and 


pulverized sputum of persons suffering 


from this disease. Diphtheria, influenza 
and other diseases are also easily com- 


municated in this way during certain | 


stages of the diseases. Catarrhal affec- 
tions may be communicated through 
dried spittle mixed with dust. These 
germs are likely to be gathered on. the 
feet, and on the skirts of women, and 
taken into private houses, where the 


most perfect ventilation will not stay | 


their evil effect.“ 
The report recommends the adoption 


of the following resolution: 


Resolved, that notices be posted in 
all public places and in all cars in this 
city, signed by the Board of Health, 


warning passengers against expectora- 
‘tion upon the floors of these convey- 
ances, 


and, further, that similar no- 
tices be posted in the stations of the 


roads, warning against expectorations 


upon the platforms, or on the floors. 

„Resolved, that similar notices be 
posted in the halls and assembly-rooms 
of all municipal and Federal buildings 
in the city. 


“Resolved, that the municipal author- |. 


ities be requested to provide sufficient 
and proper receptacles for expectora- 
tion for such public places as are in 
their control, and that the managers of 
railroads be requested to provide simi- 
lar receptacles sufficient in number for 
their stations and platforms, and that 
in all cases these receptacles shall be 
kept in a cleanly condition.”

PARK SUPERINTENDENT MESERVE 
AND HIS BIG BROTHER. i 


They Bullyraggead Hissoner and 
Cowed the Commissioners—Afraid 
to Say Boo—Joshed by the 
Councilmen. 


Mayor Rader and four Park Commis- 
sioners were yesterday bullied into sub- 
mission and silence by Superintendent 
Meserve and his “big brother,” after a 
special session of the board had been 
called to investigate publicly the cur- 
rent stories about Meserve and his 
queer conduct. ; 

Last Friday Mayor Rader insisted 
upon this investigation and was at 
that time backed up by the commis- 
slonens present, Capt. Cross being the 
only absent member of the board. Dur- 
ing the intervening time Secretary Men- 
denhall has been busy notifying wit- 
nesses to be present, and Meserve did 
the same thing, so that when the hour 
pet for the much-heralded investigation 
arrived yesterday, the corridors of the 
hall overflowed with witnesses, most of 
them being park employés. . i 

But their dreams of possible promi- 
nence as witnesses before the august 
Park Commission were rudely shattered 
when, from the Mayor’s inner office 
came the commissioners, and with th 
the redoubtable Capt. Cross. | 

With a remarkable indifference to 
the fact that the men had been sum- 
moned to appear by the board at a 
meeting when he did not chance to be 
present, Capt. Cross shouted to the 
crowd of witnesses, “Go to the parks, 
men, and go to work. You have no 
business here. Leave, now, and be 
quick about it!” | ; 

-The commissioners were so dazed at 
the captain’s audacity that no one of 
them said a word, and the men, obey- 
ing the orders given them, left at once. 

eserve’s brother, a lanky, loud- 
mouthed lawyer, had stationed himself 
with a female stenographer, at the 
head of the table, and only waited for 
the Commissioners to seat themselves 
before firing a volley of abuse at them 
for dating to insinuate by ordering an 
investigation that his brother could be 
other than the most exemplary of of- 
ficials. 

“If you are going to have an investi- 
gation here,” shrieked big brother“ 
Meserve, “I demand that you conduct 
it in a regular way; that witnesses be 
called and sworn; that the City Attor- 
ney represent the city while I conduct 
the case for my brother. I insist on my 
rights here, and you cannot deprive“ 

“But,” interjected “hizzoner,” in a 
deprecating sort of way. “I believe the 
board decided that no attorneys would 
be allowed to come before this com- 
mission. You are out of order, Mr. 


Meserve, and must stop.“ 


Lawyer Meserve heeded the Mayor’s 
message by proceeding and continuing 
for ten minutes with a denunciatory 
speech aimed at the Commissioners, 
the newspapers, the park employés and 
every part of animate and inanimate 
creation that he fancied had contrib- 
uted to his brother’s disgrace—saving, 
alone, that immaculate person. He 
stopped when exhausted, and the Com- 
missioners’ faces then wore looks of 
wonder, as who should say: “These 
wicked, wicked Commissioners.” 

Capt. Cross was so completely 
abashed that he asked in a feeble way 
who of the Commissioners had charges 
to prefer against Mr. Meserve. When 
no one made answer the burly captain 
8 to. adjourn, 

Then it was Lawyer Meserve's turn 


again, and he resumed his abuse and 


villification. “I demand that the 
charges be produced,’ he concluded, 
and Commissioner Post timidly said 
that the superintendent had neglected 
the parks to give attention to his own 
nursery. “Prove it,” snapped the law- 
yer, who had now turned inquisitor. 
Nou know that’s untrue. We are ready

No agreement was reached, or at- 
tempted to be made, regarding a con- 
tinuation of the investigation. 

Various members of the City Coun- 
cil were paying close attention to the 
proceedings yesterday morning, and 
were free to express their opinion of 
the commission that had so abjectly 
yielded to the mouthings of a profes- 
sional talker, after loudly proclaiming 
its intention of probing to the bottom 
the stories concerning Meserve’ Said 
President Teed: Disgraceful!““ Said 
Councilman Stockwell: “Worst farce 
I ever saw.“ Councilman Munson: 
„Should have the blue ribbon as dead 
easy marks.! And so on down the 
line. - 

Superintendent Meserve now an- 
nounces his willingness to quit the 
nursery business and give his entire 
time to the care of the city parks. 

Commissioner Post declares that this 
action will not heal or cover up the 
past, and his opinion is evidently 
shared by the other members of the 
board.

RIVERSIDE, Feb. 1.—While the Riv- 
erside editors join with each other in 
growling and jawing at all persons 
and newspapers abroad that presume 
for a single moment to dispute their 
dicta on any and all subjects, especially 
that of frost and oranges, they are not 
happy among themselves.

Annexation Election Will Be Called. 
Street-sweeping Matters. 

The Council yesterday instructed the 
City Attorney to prepare an ordinance 
giving notice of an annexation election, 
to decide the question of adding to the 
city the suburbs of Vernon, Pico 
Heights, Rosedale and a portion of 
University.

“In accordance with the instruct 
of your honorable body, your 8 
has received from the Street Superin- 
tendent nineteen horses, seventeen of 
which have been sent to pasture on 
the Beir ranch, about four miles west 
of the city limits, and adjoining the 
Gilmore and Carter ranch.

City Attorney’s Opinion in the Plaza 
Public-Market Case. | 


The proposition to convert the Plaza 
Park into a public market site was re- 
cently referred to the City Attorney to 
report on the legal questions inyolved 
in the proposed change. The Council 
yesterday received the following com- 
munication from 'the City Attorney in 
regard to the matter: ; 

In the matter of the conversion of 
the old Plaza Park into a market 
place, I have examined the records, 
and find that this Plaza has been in ex- 
istence since the first settlement of the 
city of Los Angeles. I find that, on 
December 20, 1856, the City Council 
formally defined the Jines of the Plaza. 
This action is set forth on page 156 of 
vol I of the Complete Ordinances of 
the City. Many references are made to 
the Plaza after this time, but the first 
formal action took place on the 6th day 
of April, 1886, when the Council passed 
a resolution formally declaring ‘the 
plan of the park as adopted on March 
30, 1886, official. The various steps 
taken have, in my opinion, dedicated 
the Plaza for park purposes, or at 
least for the purposes for which plazas 
were, and are still, used in Mexican 
pueblos. These purposes are at vari- 
ance with the use of the property for. 
a market place, and under the charter 
and law of public uses I am of the 
opinion that a formal change of. this 
public use cannot be de without the 
assistance of the Legislature.” The 
communication was ordered filed 

Other matters referred to the City 
Attorney were reported on as follows: 

In the matter of the suit of Bassett 
against the City Council and the Wa- 
ter Overseer, the case was tried dur- 
ing the past week, and judgment ren- 
dered in favor of the defendants This 
case involved the same questions as 
the Ames and James cases, heretofore 
reported on.” Received. 

“In the matter of the suit which you 
ordered brought to condemn a strip of 
land for the purpose of extending Lake- 
shore avenue along the west side of 
Echo Park, said action has been tried 
and decided during the past week. In 
the decision of the court, damages are 
awarded the several defendants in the 
following amounts: Leavis, $175; 
Reynolds, $175; Brown, $150; Balzhau- 
ser, $125; Stoll, 3500. The total amount 
of damages awarded for the land 
taken is $850, and the damages to the 
remaining portions not taken $275, 
making a total of $1125. Should the 
city conclude to open the street, in 
pursuance of this judgment; it will be 
necessary that the amount be paid into 
court within thirty days from the ren- 
dition of the judgment.” Filed. 

“The small triangle of land on the 
north end of the property known as 
„Moore's subdivision,“ and to which 
the title of the city was quieted re- 
cently, lies directly in front of a house 
owned by Dr. Haynes, and between his 
premises and the street. This triangle 
is small and not of much practical 
value to the city. Dr. Haynes offers 
$100 for a quit- claim deed from the 
city, and I would advise that you refer 
the matter to your Land Committee to 
investigate and report.” Received.

Sittel against the city of Los Angeles

THE COURTS. 


Mrs. Fannie Holliday Now Has Her 
Innings. 

A case which is exciting much inter- 
est and sympathy commenced yester- 
day in Judge York’s court, many spec- 
tators being present to hear the some- 
what sensational testimony which will 
be developed in the course of the trial. 
Readers of The Times will remember 
the story of the pretty little widow 
who was arrested and imprisoned last 
summer on the charge of threats to 
kill her protestant and his family, 
and to destroy their house and furni- 
ture. Mrs. Fannie Holliday, as she sat 


yesterday in the witness chair, looked 
rather small and weak to have excited 
such dire panic in the minds 6f Ed- 


ward F. Holliday, @ somewhat. noto- 
rious sporting. man, commonly known 


as “Bug” Holliday, and of. his 


and elderly wife. 

The story of the dispute, as it was 
formerly told in Justice Young’s court, 
is briefly this: Mrs. Fannie Holliday, 
who, by the way, is the sister of Len- 
nert, one of the champion bicyclists of 
the United States, -was living happily 
with her husband, Thompson F. Holli- 
day, and her little boy, down in Ari- 
zona, when Mr. Holliday fell sick and 
the physicians ordered a change of cli- 
mate. His brother, Edward F. Holli- 
day of Los Ahgeles, wrote to him, 
urging him to bring his wife and child, 
and to come here, offering them a 
home with him, and being cordially 
seconded in the invitation by his wife. 

The sick man accepted, and came to 
Los Angeles with his family. He only

lived a few months, during which his 
wife nursed him devotedly. After his 
death, Mrs. Mary Holliday began to 
make things exceedingly uncomfortable 
for her sister-in-law, and at last she 
left the house, taking her little boy 
with her, and moved into rooms down 
town, where she tried to support her- 
self and her child by taking in sewing. 
The quarrel continued, although the 
outward rélations of the two families 
were friendly: enough, and Mrs, Ed- 
ward Holliday and her husband are al- 
leged to have insulted and taunted 
their hot-tempered and unhappy little 
sister-in-law almost to the verge of dis- 
traction. At last, she went to their 
house one day, to keep an appointment 
made by Mra. Holliday, and was told 
that she was not at home. Believing 
that this was but a trick to avoid her, 
Mrs. Fannie, in a sudden spasm of an- 
ger, thrust the point of her parasol 
through the panes of a front window, 
to remind her sister-in-law that she 
was there. then went into the 
house, and, still thinking that Mrs. 
Edward was in hiding, she made havoc 
with some bric-a-brac, just by way of 
showing that the time for trifling with 
her was past. 

As it happened, Edward Holliday 
and his wife were actually in Santa 
Monica at the time, but when they 
came home they. promptly arrested the 
2 little widow, and threw her in 
a | 

After examination, she was dis- 
charged upon her own recognizance, 
and afterwards brought suit to re- 
cover $25,000 damages for malicious 
prosecution and false imprisonment. 
This is the suit now on trial before 
Judge York, and some spicy testimony 
regarding the alleged persecution of 
their widowed sister-in-law by Ed- 
ward Holliday and his wife, is said to 
be forthcoming today. By an odd co- 
incidence, Johnston Jones and A. B. 
Campbell, Esqrs., who were adjutant- 
generals from North Carolina and 
Kansas respectively, and were ar- 
rayed against each other on the field 
of battle in the late war, have now 
combined to fight this legal battle for 
the widow and the orphan, .against 
the opposing forces of W. J. Hunsaker, 
Esq., and M. L. Lucas. 

Justice Young was the first witness 
called, merely to prove the former pro- 
ceedings against Mrs. Holliday. Con- 
stable Yonkin was called in the same 
connection, and testified as to her 
arrest, and her steadfast refusal to 
employ legal advice, for, as she 
shrewdly put it in reply to the offi- 
cer’s well-meant advice: Many a 
good man before now has gone to the 
penitentiary just because he em- 
ployed a lawyer. I have done 
oe wrong, and I can defend my-

woman and a thief. The last, a white 
woman, was profane and offensive, and 
made things exceedingly uncomfortable 
for Mrs. Holliday, who was ill, and 
nervous at the time, and so distressed 
in body and mind that she was unable 
to sleep or eat. As she was being 
taken to the jail, she passed Edward 
Holliday and his wife on the street, and 
they both laughed und jeered at her. 
They called upon her in the jail, and 
Holliday told her that he had her just 
where he wanted her. and that he 
meant to put her in Highlands before 
he was done with her. He had two 
physicians who would willingly swear 
to the commitment, he said, and. 


all he 
needed was a third. He tauntingly 
asked her what provision he should 


make for her child, who had been left 
alone by her arrest, and laughed when 
she hotly retorted that she had al- 
ways cared for. the boy herself, and 
meant to keep on. Mrs. Holliday joined 
in the laughter and taunts; and they 
finally left her, prostrated mentally and 
physically. | 

When she was brought before Jus- 
tice Young, Holliday found an oppor- 
tunity to speak with her alone, and 
told her that if she would consent to 
leave town, he would withdraw the 
charge against her, pay her fare to 
wherever she wanted to go, and give 
her money in addition. She indig- 
nantly declined, and her examination, 
in which she conducted her own de- 
fense, ended in her being held in the 
sum of $1000. As she was a stranger 
in the city, and had only $50 in the 
world, she was unable to give bail, and 
so was confined in jail for eight days. 
This seemed a confirmation of the 
threats Holliday had made prior to 
her arrest, that he meant to have her 
arrested, and held in a $1000 ‘bond, 
which she would be unable to give, and 
that he would see that she was con- 
fined in the County Jail for six months, 
with nothing but beans to eat, adding. 
however, by way of consolation, that 
he would bring her a lunch every day. 

After her eight days of misery, Mrs. 
Holliday was released by Judge Smith 
on habeas corpus proceedings, only to 
be rearrested two hours later, and 
again taken before Justic? Young. This 
time she employed counsel, and was re- 
leased on her own recognizance, and 
subsequently discharged. 

Mrs. Holliday then told the story of 
her destructive visit to Edward Holli- 
day’s house, which was substantially 
the same as that already given. By this 
time, it was 5 o’clock, and the court 
adjourned. Mrs. Holliday will resume 
the stand this morning, and detail the 
provocation which spurred her to such 
an exhibition of resentment.

Al- 
though the moral right, enforced by 
the passionate wish of the girl herself 
to remain with her foster-mother, lay 
with Mrs. Hendricks, Mrs. Cusack had 
the best of it from a legal point of 
view, and the Judge had no alterna- 
tive but to decide in her favor, al- 
though he is said to have qualified it 
with the significant remark from the 
bench that it was a pity the law could 
not be got around. 

After Annie had been formally given 
into the custody of her mother, she 
seemed to have grown suddenly cheer- 
ful and. composed, and went quietly 
home with her step-father. Mrs. Hen- 
dricks gave bonds for an appeal to the 
Supreme Court, and almost immedi- 
ately sailed for San Francisco in the 
steamer Umatilla. Just before the 
steamer left the dock, a gurney Was 
sent to the Cusacks’ house with a re- 
quest that Annie be allowed to g0 to 
the landing and say good-by to her 
foster-mother. Mrs. Cusack consented, 
and accompanied her daughter to the 
wharf. The parting between Annie 
and Mrs. Hendricks was most affect- 
ing, but the girl had to stay behind 
and see the steamer leave the wharf 
with her more than mother on board. 

The next day Annie started to school, 
telling Mrs. Cusack that {ft might be 
late before she reached home, as she 
had extra work with examinations.

that Annie had appeared the morning 
before and excused herself, saying that: 
she would remain at home for the rest 
of the week. | ' 

The girl had disappeared as com- 
pletely as though the earth had swal- 
lowed her up, and no trace of her could 
be found until somes days later, when a 
San Francisco paper printed an account 
ot her arrival in that city on the steam- 
ship Umatilla, accompanied by Mrs. 
Hendricks. Then it leaked out that she 
had been met by a carriage when she 
left the school in Seattle, and had been 
driven swiftly to the wharf, where the 
fast steamer Rosalia was just ready to 
start for Victoria. She embarked in the 
Rosalia, under the care of Frank Burns 
of the Oregon Improvement Company, 
and. arrived in Victoria just in time to 
catch the slower Umatilla before she 
started from that city on her journey 
to San Francisco. 1 

After a few days in San Francisco 
Mr. and Mrs. Hendricks left Annie 
there with friends, and concealed un- 
der an assumed name, and came to Los 
Angeles. Here. Mrs. Hendricks at once 
made formal application for appoint- 
ment as the girl’s guardian. The mat- 
ter was laid ore Judge Clark, who 
said that, in order to make the appoint- 
ment legal, Mrs. Cusack must be no- 
tified. This will be done at once, and 
then the matter will be hurried to a 
definite conclusion as quickly as possi- 
ble. 


THAT DOCTORED DEED, 


Judgment Given Against J. H. W. 

Pattison. 

Judge Van Dyke handed down a long 
opinion yesterday, which reviewed the 
principal features of the notorious case 
of Sarah E. McDaniel et al. vs. J. H. W. 
Pattison et al. It will be remembered 
that this was the somewhat senfgational 
case in which the main feature was a 
deed conveying certain property of 
slight value from A. M. Pattison to his 
son, J. H. W. Pattison, which the plain- 
tiffs declare to have been ingeniously 
doctored by the recipient in such fash- 
ion that it Was made to embrace the 
conveyance of very valuable property 
on Spring street, and practically gave 
the whole of the father’s estate to the 
thrifty and enterprising J. H. W. Judge 
Van Dyke gives judgment for the de- 
fendants for a good many reasons set 
forth in the opinion. 

Pattison claimed that the action 
brought by the other heirs to set aside 
the deed on the ground of fraud was 
barred by the statute of limitafion, the 
suit not having been commenced until 
four years had elapsed, but Judge Van 
Dyke Knocks the props from under this 
position by ruling that the cause of ac- 
tion in such a case is not deemed to 
have accrued until the discovery by 
the aggrieved party of the fraud or 
mistake, when he has three years al- 
lowed him in which to bring action. 
Even the recording of the deed, which 
it is claimed imparted notice to the 
plaintiffs of the facts constituting the 
fraud, would give no notice or knowl- 
edge of the appearance of the original. 

The plaintiffs made every effort to 
ascertain the facts in the case, but the 
testimony shows that Pattison took 
every precaution to exclude the parties 
interested from its inspection, espe- 
cially the children of his deceased sis- 
ter, Mrs. Sennett. The first suit was 
instituted upon the theory that it was 
a genuine document, and it was not un- 
til after the commencement of that 
suit that the original deed was seen and 
declared 70 be fraudulent, whereupon 
the first suit was dismissed and the sec- 
ond instituted. 

Pattison steadily evaded the effort 
of the other heirs to obtain the original 
deed, even writing to a friend in Mis- 
souri a request that he falsify a state- 
ment that the deed was not where he 
could lay hands upon it at the time his 
deposition was taken. 

Another ground of objection to the 
maintenance of the suit was that the 
will had not been probated in this 
State, but Judge Van Dyke holds 
against the defendant, citing the Su- 
preme Court as his authority. The de- 
fendant is found not to have acted 
fairly or honestly in claiming all the 
property except a small piece in Mis- 
souri, and judgment is accordingly cr- 
dered for the plaintiffs. 


THE JUDGMENT REVERSED. 


Mirande to Be Given a New 


Trial. 

Judge Smith yesterday filed an opin- 
ion reversing the judgment given in 
the Recorder’s Court at Pomona, and 
granting G. Mirande a new trial upon 
the action brought against him for the 
alleged violation of a liquor ordinance. 
It was claimed by the defendant that 
the courterred in denying his challenges 
to several jurors, thereby compelling 
him to exhaust his peremptory chal- 
lenges before a jury was obtained, and 
so forcing him to accept the jurors he 
otherwise would have excused.

QUARRY AND BANK. 


Receiver Brodrick Demands Fulfill- 
ment of D. Kilpatrick’s Bond. 


D. Kilpatrick is a quarryman who 
cleaves the rock in various parts of 
Southern California. Times were hard 
in the autumn of 1894, and Mr. Kilpat- 
rick was forced to borrow money. On- 
September 24 he gave a promissory note 
for $10,000 to Joseph Brown, as president 
of the San Bernardino First National 
Bank, agreeing to pay 1 per cent. in- 
terest a month, compounded semi-an- 
nually.

He filed pa- 
pers in the Circuit Court yesterday, re- 
citing the facts in the case, declaring 
that Mr. Kilpatrick had some 
of the mortgaged property from San 

rdino county to Ventura county, 
and asserting that the defendant has 
never paid a penny of either principal 
or interest. 

The receiver asks that the property 
in question be sold to satisfy the bank’s 
claim, and that G. F.. Rotsler, who 
claims an interest in or claim upon the 
mortgaged property, but whose claim 
the receiver declares junior, subsequent 
and inferior, be declared to have no 
right to the property.

SAN PEDRO. 
Charles Williams, Charged with 
Deadly Assault, Discovered. 

SAN PEDRO, February 3,—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) Charles Williams, 
charged with deadly assault on John 
Hood, a sailor, last Saturday after- 
noon, was discovered in hiding Sun- 
day evening and was today taken to 
the County Jail. Williams was for- 
merly second mate on the four-masted 
schooner Nokomis and served in that 
capacity till about two months ago. 
He had lately been rooming at the Big 
Bonanza lodging-house. Hood visited 
the house Saturday afternoon and 
chanced to meet Williams. A quarrel 
ensued there and Williams, it appears, 
after inflicting several cuts on Hood, 
made his escape. Hood was cared for 
and Dr. Weldon was called. It was 
found that six cuts of greater or less 
severity had been made on his person. 
Two of these. were in the back, one 
having penetrated the cavity of the 
thorax. One cut was on the right side 
of the lower Jay and another was on 
the left side of the neck. Besides the 
four cuts there was one on the back 
of the neck and another on the fore- 
head which was cut through to the 
bone. Although dangerous, the injur- 
les were not necessarily fatal, and 
Hood’s condition today is such that 
his physician thinks he will undoubt- 
edly recover. 

The affair was the first of its kind 
that had happened in town in many 
months and the news of it quickly 
spread. Williams, as was learned from 
him after his arrest, made his way to 


one of the vessels on the east side of 


the inner harbor and thus escaped from 
the vigilance of the officers who had 
secured a warrant for his arrest.

A DECREE TO FORECLOSE THE 
SEMI-TROPIC MORTGAGE. 


Some Farmers Have Deserted Their 
Land, Others Are Holding On. 
Supervisors Still Wrangling on 
the Horticulutral Commission, 


SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 3.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) In the great Semi- 
Tropic foreclosure case today judgment 
Was rendered by Judge Otis of the Su- 
perior Court. The decree of foreclosure 
will be a voluminous document, and it 
will take several days to prepare it. 
When it is signed the property of about 
two hundred farmers will go to Sheriff's 
sale. Though they will have a legal 
right to redemption, few of the holders 
of the land are financially able to take 
advantage of the right, having already 
exhausted their resources, Many farm- 
ers have already deserted their piop- 
erty, and others are preparing to do so. 

SUPERVISORS IN SESSION. 

It is known that the Supervisors put. 
in the forenoon today considering the 
Horticultural Commission mix-up, but 
the nature of their talk is known only 
to themselves. It grew out of the re- 
quest of the agents of the railroad for 
information as to which horticultural 
commission they should recognize when 
trees and fruit in their possession are 
condemned by one commission and de- 
clared clean by the other, as in a re- 
cent case.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

The Associated Press dibpatch on the 
Semi-Tropic case says: 

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 3.—The 
decree of foreclosure of the mortgage 
was granted today by Judge Otis of 
the Superior Court, in the case of the 
San Francisco Savings Union against 
the Semi-Tropic Land and Water Com- 
pany and 448 other persons. The de- 
cree grants a foreclosure of the mort- 
gage for $248,000 on 17,000 acres of land, 
135 bonds of Rialto Irrigation districts, 
with face value of $65,000, 40 shares of 
Lytle Creek Water Company, 1215 
shares of Lytle Creek Water and Im- 
provement Company. The 448 other de- 
fendants referred to are parites who 
have bought land of the Semi-Tropic 
Company subject to this mortgage. 
The Savings Union has filed a release 
of the clause whereby it agrees to re- 
lease purchasers of land of all liahility 
upon their paying the mortgagee what 
they have agreed to pay the Semi- 
Tropic Company for the land. Many 
of the settlers have already done this, 
and it is understood that the mortga- 
gees will extend six months’ time to 
those who are still delinquent.

exchange, which sells Pomona and 
Claremont fruit, is guaranteeing all or- 
anges that it ships as first-class, and 
free from damage. The guarantee 
means more than mere words, for it is 
so made that it will hold good in any 
court of justice. The Pomona and 
Claremont orange-growers favor hold- 
ing back their product as long as possf- 
ble. or until sour, frost-bitten and 
juiceless oranges that were rushed to 
market from certain localitiesin South- 
ern California immediately af ter the cold 
wave of last December, are entirely 
gone from the eastern markets, and the 
wholesale buyers and the consumers 
have learned to discriminate in the lo- 
calitles from which theirs comes. It 
is believed that under the new rule of 
the fruit exchanges, to shipall oranges 
under special locality brands will do 
much to help the growers in the higher 
and frostless sections of Southern Cali- 
fornia to better prices and greater re- 
pute.
